Some  thought  with  Herod  that  John  the  Bap- 
tist had  risen  from  he  dead;  others  that  Eli- 
jah ha<f’:orae  agajin;  ot  lers  Jeremiah,  or 
one  of  the  old  propl  ets.  ’ There  was  an  idea 
prevalent  among  1 ie  Jews  that  one  of  the 
prophets  would  cone  bad;  to  the  earth  and 
usher  in  the  Messia  »ic  reij  fn.  Many  thought 
that  Jesus  was  the  propbet  expected.  But 
Jesus  was  not  so  mt  ch  concerned  as  to  what 
people  in  general  thought  as  to  what  the 
Twelve  thought  of  lim.  I So,  his  direct  ques- 
tion, "But  who  sawye  tha t I am?"  Simon 
Peter,  ever  ready  to  take  the  initiative, 
quickly  replied,  giving  in  unmistakable  lan- 
guage the  opinion} of  the  Twelve.

,y\bout  a passage  so  difficult  as  virses  18, 
l9,  pc  ought  to  be  free  from  dqgtnatiziug. 
I he  general  meaning,  however.  i.s  lo;  far  >o 
seeg.  Jesus  means  that  the  truth  just  con- 
fessed by  Peter,  who  represents  the  Twelve, 
mu$t  be  tevealeti from  above.  It  is  spiritual 
trutt  and  must  be  Spiritually  discovered.  In- 
tellect unaided  couldqiot  reason  out  such  a 
truth,  since  it  lies  beyond  the  realm  of  simple 
reason.  Bible  students  are  coming  more  and 
moieto  the  position  that  Jesus  meant  that 
Peter  was  the  rock.  He  said,  " thou  art 
Peter,  {petros,)  and  upon  this  rock,  (fetia,) 
I w 11  build  my  church.  ” In  classic  Gieek, 
petri  means  a massive  rock,  ' while  petros 
means  a detached  but  large  portion  of  the 
rocl  . If  this  distinction'  is  to  be  observed 
in  t lie  passage  before  us  we  can  readily  see 
how  Christ  hipiself  may  be  considered  as  the 
massive  rock,  while  Simon  Peter  is  regarded 
as  a dttached  portion  of  the  foundation. 
Ihii  idea  is  in  agreement'  with  Paul,  (Eph. 
2:2c,)  as  he  refers  to  the  household  of  God  as 
” tx  ing  built  upon  the  foundation  of  the  apos- 
tles and  prophets,  Jesus  Christ  himself  being 
the  chief  coijmr  stope.  ” Peter  himself 
scetrs  to  have  so  understood  the  expression, 
for  he  subsequently  referred  to  believers  as 
living  stones.  1 Pe‘er,  2:5.  Possibly  there 
would  never  hive  been  any  objection  to  con- 
sidering Peter  as  the  rock  referred  to,  had  it 
not  been  for  the  Romish  assumption  that  he 
was  the  first  Pope.  Jesus  had  said,  on  seeing 
PtUr  for  the  first  time,  "Thou  shalt  be  called 
Cepias,  ” (lAramiac  for  stone.)  Now  that 
this  confession  is  made,  he  no  longer  speaks 
of  tl lis  new  name  as  something  to  be  applied 
ip  tiie  future,  but  says,  "Thou  art  Peter.” 
The  time  had  come  when  the  name  could  be 
appiied.  ‘‘Christ,  supernaturally  revealed, 
personally  experienced  and  publicly  con- 
fessed,” was  the  foundation  on  which  th*j 
chui  ch  was  to  be  built.  Such  a foundation 
could  only  be  realized  in  living  men.  As 
Pettr  was  the  first  to  proclaim  such  an  expe- 
rien  re  he  was  the  original  and  typical  repre- 
sent itive  of  the  class  on  whom  Christ  would 
buil  1 his  congregation  and  very  naturally  to 
him  were  addressed  these  words. 

T re  church  referred  to  must  have  been  an 
ideal  one  whetheY  considered  as  local  or  uni- 
versal. t could  not  have  been  any  particu- 
lar (hurci.  for  the  first  church  formed  has 
long  beer  lost  in  oblivion,  which  could  not 
havn  happened  to  the  church  in  Christ’s 
mini,  since  he  said,  “The  gates  of  hades 
shal  not  prevail  against  it.”

I'he  in- 
jui  ction  to  tell  no  man  that  he  vjas  the 
Cniis>,  was  probably  giv^n  for  the  ! double 
reason  that  they  wtre  not  Vet  nady  Ito  pru- 
cla  ui  jo  important  a message  and  the;  people 
were  not  prepared  to  hear  i ;. 

The  announcement  of  the  cross,  21-20. — The 
difficult  announcement  of  ihe  churcH  ou  the 
rock  was  not  near  so  perplex  ng  to  the  disciples 
as  the  doctrine  of  tl(e  Mtssianic  suffering. 
When  he  tpld-  them  plainly  of  his  suffering, 
death  and  rtsurrecti^n  at  Jtrn.salemj  it  was 
simply  irreconcilable  with  any  notion  they 
could  form  qf  the  Messiah.  Peter,  doUbtlesp, 
again  voiced  the  opinion  |of  his  associates 
when  he  said,  ” Be  it  ffaij  from  theei  Lord;

not  so  presumptuous  as  to  jrebuke  the|r  Mas- 
ter, but  they  very  lively  ^ympathiziil  with 
Pet«r.
